HUNDREDS of people have 
already put forward their 
ideas of how Oswestry 
should look in the future, in 
only the first week of a con¬ 
sultation exercise.

The steering group has 
been working with Oswestry 
Town Council and Shrop¬ 
shire Council to identify the 
key issues facing the town. 
Irene Evison from the con¬ 
sultants, R4C, said people 
were being asked to get 
involved with stalls at public 
events, surveys in super¬ 
markets throughout the 
town and in the neighbour¬ 
hood shops and through 
internet questionnaires. 

“There has been a real 
interest in the consulta¬ 
tion,” she said. “We have 
been asking people to use 
our easy pin board, which 
takes up much less of their 
time than the usual door to 
door survey.” 

She praised the volun¬ 
teers who have joined the 
Oswestry 2020 group. 

“There is a real commit¬ 
ment among the volunteers. 

“They are getting actively 
involved, helping with the 
surveys and manning stalls 
a public events.”

OP WAITING TIMES 
HIKE TO SAVE CASH 


PATIENTS in Powys will have to wait 10 weeks longer for surgery in 
hospitals in Shropshire under plans by Mid Wales health bosses to 
save money. 

While patients in Shropshire are expected to receive treatment within 18 weeks under 
English health rules, the Powys Teaching Health Board is extending the maximum waiting 
times for Mid Wales patients from 26 weeks to 36 weeks. 

But Montgomeryshire Assembly Member Russell George is furious about the news and 
is demanding answers after uncovering the decision and this week called on the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment to investigate. 

Mr George, made a request to the Government’s Business Minister, Jane Hutt AM, to 
find time in its business schedule to allow the Health Minister to make an urgent statement 

on waiting time delays before the Assembly 
rises for the Christmas Recess. 

Mr George, who alongside local MFJ Glyn 
Davies, unearthed the revelations, told the 
Assembly that constituents had come to his 
office in tears because they were being 
forced to wait in pain and discomfort to be 
treated. 

He said: “The Health Minister has a num¬ 
ber of questions to answer regarding the 
waiting time targets it sets Local Health 
Boards, as well as what the Government 
expected from them given the impossible 
financial position it had put them in due to 
budget cuts.” 

Mrs Hutt said government officials had 
spoken to Powys Local Health Board to seek 
assurances that where letters were issued to 
service providers, that they would be con¬ 
tacted and the position clarified. 

Spoken 

Mr George will meet with the chief execu¬ 
tive of Powys Health Board, Andrew Cot- 
tom, tomorrow, Friday and has also spoken 
to First Minister Carwyn Jones. 

He called on the Government to bring for¬ 
ward a distinct Mid Wales Health Plan. 
Many patients from Mid Wales have surgery 
in Shropshire, particularly at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital. 

The Powys Teaching Health Board, which 
commissions patient operations, has writ¬ 
ten to orthopaedic hospital bosses asking 
them to extend referral to treatment times 
for the rest of this financial year. 

Powys Teaching Health Board says it will 
comply with the 36 week limit but only pay 
for treatment carried out in a 32 to 36 week 
window. 

The board said: “Powys Teaching Health 
Board is currently performing at above 98 
per cent against the 95 per cent target for 26 
weeks, however this level of performance is 
achieved at a significant cost. Within this 
context, a degree of slippage can be tolerated 
and the health board has taken steps to 
utilise the flexibility within the 95 per cent 
target whilst still meeting it.”

Decision on 
pylons likely 
next summer 

A DECISION about the route of a line of 
electricity pylons across Shropshire and 
Mid Wales is not expected until next sum¬ 
mer, National Grid said this week. 

It wants to build a 400,000 volt electricity 
line across the Shropshire border to feed 
electricity, generated from windfarms in 
Mid Wales, into the national network. 

Its proposed route is from an electricity 
substation at Cefn Coch, west of Welshpool, 
via Llansantffraid, south of Llanymynech 
and Oswestry, to Lower Frankton. There it 
will join the National Grid’s main network. 

It has not yet been decided whether the 
lines should go overhead or underground 
and now National Grid is carrying out stud¬ 
ies and surveys to help with this decision. 

Jeremy Lee, Mid Wales windfarm project 
manager, said he did not expect to have an 
answer before next summer. 

Mr Lee said plans were moving forward 
and land agents acting on behalf of the com¬ 
pany had been contacting landowners along 
the route corridor. 

“We are now looking at the next level of 
details to decide what route to take in the 
corridor,” he said. “I don’t think anything 
will be announced before next summer.” 

He said National Grid was in talks with 
Natural England and Countryside Council 
for Wales as part of the plans.

Police issue 
distraction 
raid warning 

POLICE in Powys are warning people to 
avoid becoming a victim of distraction bur¬ 
glary during the festive season. 

Dyfed Powys Police fear residents will be 
more concerned with Christmas shopping 
rather than being on the lookout oppor¬ 
tunist criminals. 

They are urging people to keep watch for 
distraction burglars coming to their door. 

Detective Chief Inspector Greg Williams 
said: “Thankfully in Dyfed Powys this crime 
is extremely rare but it would be wrong to 
rest on our laurels and not advise the resi¬ 
dents of Dyfed Powys of how to protect 
against such a crime.” 

He said the most common was someone 
pretending to be from the water, gas or elec¬ 
tricity company to distract the home owner 
while another person enters the house and 
looks for cash or valuables. 

“Or they pretend to be doing household 
repairs and even impersonate figures of 
authority such as police officers and social 
workers in order to gain access,” he said. 
“The sad reality is these distraction burgla¬ 
ries can have a profoundly negative effect on 
a victim’s life. 

“We are working hard to tackle distrac¬ 
tion burglary, and we will continue to do so, 
but we need to alert people to this crime.” 

Mr Williams said people should not feel 
pressured to let anyone in. 

He said: “I want to reassure people that 
Dyfed Powys Police will do all that we can to 
support and protect victims who do come 
forward.”

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Free car parks trial will be 
probed for effect on trade

FREE Christmas parking on 
Powys County Council car parks 
will be launched on Saturday - but 
the authority will also carry out an 
investigation to find out if the ini¬ 
tiative has boosted festive trade. 

The initiative will provide free parking 
every day between 10am to 6pm until the 
evening of Christmas Eve. 

The move is being paid for through coun¬ 
cillors who serve on the council’s cabinet 
agreeing not to take their full special salary 
entitlement. That decision has generated 
savings of £47,000. 

Cabinet member for highways, Councillor 
Barry Thomas, said he hoped the move 
would boost business in Mid Wales towns 
and support firms in difficult economic 
times. But he said the council would be fol¬ 
lowing up the move by asking businesses for 
their views on whether the free car parking 
encouraged more shoppers into towns. 

He said: “Businesses throughout the cou¬ 
nty are going through a very difficult time 
and we want to provide practical support for 
them and help stimulate economic activity. 

“We decided the best way forward was a 
limited scheme which operates between 
10am and 6pm every day as the best option 
for local businesses. Free parking for the 
whole of December was ruled out due to cost 
and because it would have allowed spaces 
intended for shoppers to be used by workers 
or residents and the intended benefit to 
shopkeepers reduced. 

“We are looking to review the impact of the 
policy possibly with questionnaires to local 
businesses to assess the success of the initia¬ 
tive and a review of traffic volumes created. ”

DECISION makers at the Welsh 
Government and at Powys Health 
Board need to take a long hard 
look at themselves today after 
news leaked over cost-saving 
hospital delays. 

Patients in Powys will have to wait 10 
weeks longer for surgery in hospitals in 
Shropshire under plans by Mid Wales health 
bosses to save £2 million. 

While patients in Shropshire are expected 
to receive treatment within 18 weeks under 
English health rules, the Powys Teaching 
Health Board is extending the maximum 
waiting times for Mid Wales patients from 
26 weeks to 36 weeks. 

The Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital has 
received written instructions from Powys 
telling them to delay operations by 10 weeks 
simply to save money. 

Living in Llanymynech rather than Pant 
for instance means health board bosses are 



playing a postcode lottery game with your 
life. Because while your neighbour over the 
border can expect a bed within 18 weeks the 
Powys resident will wait 36 weeks - or nine 
months if you like. 

So it’s hats off to Montgomery Conserva¬ 
tive politicians Russell George and Glyn 
Davies for going public with their concerns 
and demanding answers from the Welsh 
Government this week. 

Mr George told the Assembly that con¬ 
stituents had come to his office in tears 
because they were being forced to wait in 
pain and discomfort to be treated. 


He said: “The Health Minister has a num¬ 
ber of questions to answer regarding the 
waiting time targets it sets Local Health 
Boards, as well as what the Government 
expected from them given the impossible 
financial position it had put them in due to 
budget cuts.”

College's £3m building 

plans move a step closer

WORK ON a £3 million transfor¬ 
mation of a north Shropshire col¬ 
lege has moved a step closer to 
starting after education chiefs 
appointed a Shrewsbury-based 
architect to design the plans. 

The Walford campus of Walford and North 
Shropshire College, near Baschurch, will see 
two Grade II listed barns converted into a 
rural skills centre and rural enterprise hub, 
designed by DGA. 

The company has assembled a team of 
Shropshire-based experts and plans are 
expected to be submitted in the coming 
months. It is hoped work will start in the 
spring and be completed in the autumn.

The state of the art facilities in an old sta¬ 
ble block will include five high quality class¬ 
rooms, a large workshop area and office 
space for up to 20 staff. 

Another disused building will be made 
into a hub to support and promote self 
employment and small business start-ups. 

Andrew Tyley, Walford and North Shrop¬ 
shire College principal, said: “These build¬ 
ings are central to our plans for Walford. 

“With DGA’s help we will create an inspi¬ 
rational environment for students and busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Ewan Dryburgh, director of the business, 
said: “We are really pleased to be working on 
such a high-profile project bringing these 
important buildings back into productive 
use and helping to inspire the future gener¬ 
ation of Walford students.” 

Money for the scheme was secured 
through a grant from the Skills Funding 


Agency and the development will mean the 
college can take on 500 extra students. 

There will be an extra 100 16 to 18-year- 
old full time students and apprentices and 
more than 400 extra part time adults. It will 
also lead to the creation of five new jobs in 
two years. 

Detailed 

Recently work started on the first phase 
of a major upgrade to art facilities at Wal¬ 
ford & North Shropshire College’s 
Oswestry campus. A major internal refur¬ 
bishment is planned for spring 2013. 

And the college has demonstrated its 
commitment to the future of dairy farming 
by submitting a planning application for a 
new milking parlour and dairy cattle hous¬ 
ing. 

The detailed business development plan 
for Walford Farm includes significant 


investment in the dairy herd, taking it from 
180 to 300 cows. 

Neil Ridgway, Walford farm manager, has 
worked closely with the College vets, and 
experts from the dairy industry to ensure 
the new buildings meet very exacting stan¬ 
dards. He said: “Students at the college will 
have ‘the best of both worlds’ they will learn 
to milk in a big modern parlour under the 
expert guidance of our farm staff, during les¬ 
sons they will be able to analyse a wealth of 
performance data and compare the manage¬ 
ment and profitability of these two groups of 
cows.” 

The plans will also see the college sheep 
flock increasing from 300 ewes to over 600 
with a new shepherd appointed. 

Oliver Coombs joined Walford Farm after 
working on an organic sheep farm in Cum¬ 
bria, having previously completed an agri¬ 
cultural degree at Aberystwyth University.

CAN MY EX-WIFE STOP ME SEEING MY CHILDREN? 


Q: After getting divorced last year I got a new place to live and have had my children to stay every weekend since then. My ex-wife has been fine about the arrangement up 
until a few weeks ago when my new partner moved in with me. Now my ex-wife has taken objection is saying she will not let me see our children because she doesn’t like my 
new partner. What should I do? 

A: If your ex-wife is refusing to give you access to your children you should go and see a family law specialist who will write to her on your behalf and try to reach an 
agreement. If this does not achieve a result your lawyer will make a referral to a local family mediator. The object of this exercise is to help you and your ex-wife to reach a 
mutually acceptable agreement by negotiation, through the mediator. 

If your ex-wife refuses to attend the mediation appointment - which is voluntary, or the mediation process breaks down, the next step would be to apply to the Court for a 
Contact Order which will set out the arrangements for when you and your children can see each other. As Court proceedings are lengthy, it is however preferable for separating 
spouses to reach an agreement without the Court’s intervention in cases involving children. 

Before instructing your lawyer to make an application to the Court you would either need to secure a public funding certificate (legal aid) from the Legal Services Commission, 
or alternatively provide your lawyer with money on account of costs. As the rules for obtaining public funding are changing from April 2013, putting many parents outside the 
criteria for eligibility, you should seek legal advice about the access problems you are experiencing as early as possible will actually 
do so remains to be seen.

The youngsters from Machynlleth were taken ill on and 
ambulance bosses called the new Welshpool Helimed 59 to 
attend amid concerns about the children’s conditions. 

The new generation helicopter, which was only launched 
on November 2, proved to be vital in getting the children to 
hospital as soon as possible. 

Thanks to the extra seat in the new style aircraft, 
Helimed 59 was able to take both children and their parent 
safely and quickly to Wrexham’s Maelor General Hospital 
for specialist treatment. 

Wales Air Ambulance bosses have not released the name 
of the young patients but say the mission would not have 
been possible but for the new generation helicopter which 
is based at Welshpool Airport. 

Important 

Machynlleth’s Powys County Councillor Michael 
Williams said the mission proved how important the heli¬ 
copter service was in rural areas. 

He said: “It is massively important because we are a rural 
county and it is vital to get patients to hospital as soon as 
possible.” 

Wrexham Maelor Hospital spokesman Andy Scotson con¬ 
firmed the twins had been treated at the hospital and had 
since gone home. 

Wales Air Ambulance’s operations manager, Jason 
Williams said: “This mission highlights just how important 
this upgrade was. 

“Previously with the Bolkow helicopter we would not 
have been able to take both patients and the parent without 
leaving a paramedic behind. 

“This new generation helicopter provides so many bene¬ 
fits including the ability to carry an extra person.”

Penalties 
for thief 
'like water 
off a duck’ 

A THIEF who has racked up 
more than 100 offences in 20 
years sees prison as an ‘occu¬ 
pational hazard’, according 
to a crown court judge. 

Jonathan Matthews, of 
Cannock Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton, was jailed for 10 
months for theft and 
another three months for 
breach of a conditional dis¬ 
charge, to run consecutively, 
when he appeared at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court 
charged with theft from an 
Oswestry store. He had pre¬ 
viously admitted the charge. 

Judge Robin Onions told 
him: “You have 34 convic¬ 
tions for 109 offences, so this 
is probably the 35th time 
you have listened to a judge 
or magistrate talk about 
your offences. None of it has 
had any effect, it’s like water 
off a duck’s back.” 

He told the court: “He 
views arrest and the occa¬ 
sional prison sentence as an 
occupational hazard.” 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court Matthews 
was one of three men who 
went into Wynnstay Stores 
in Oswestry and ‘brazenly’ 
stole a Karcher industrial 
pressure washer worth 
£1,700, which put him in 
breach of a conditional dis¬ 
charge imposed last year. 

Mr Stuart Muldoon, for 
Matthews, said Matthews’s 
offending had become less 
frequent and less serious. 
He added that he had not 
profited from the theft.

Wildlife either heads south 
or finds somewhere to sleep 


DECEMBER has an odd way of 
making you feel simultaneously 
chilly and snug. 

Chilly when we look out the window, snug 
when our gaze returns to the fire in the liv¬ 
ing room. In short, it’s a good month to be a 
human being, but we are not divorced from 
the natural world; we are part of it and our 
conscience should revert back to the frozen 
landscape outside. 

There is little evidence for those who wish 
to cling on to the hope that winter has not 
yet arrived in December. The trees are bare, 
rivers are often in flood, ponds become 
frozen over and all animals are relying on 
assets gained during the autumn. 

There are many creatures still to be seen 
at this time of year of course, but let us first 
explore the tactics many use to get through 
this lean period. One is to migrate to a 
warmer location. 

Birds are obviously the main species to do 
this, but it doesn’t have to mean a national 
exodus. Some species leave their summer 
posts but do not leave the country. Kingfish¬ 
ers vacate the minnow-rich upper reaches of 
our streams and rivers, using them as a 
guide as they wind their way down to the 
saline properties of the estuary. 

Here, the threat from ice is minimal and 
the birds can find enough fresh fish to sus¬ 
tain them through to spring. 

Many mammals stick it out, relying heav¬ 
ily but not wholly on fat reserves and stock 
piles of food. Squirrels are an observable 
example. They have spent the autumn 
months fattening up, but they’ve also been 
careful to bury food in carefully selected 
sites around their home territory. Of course 
if these stockpiles are forgotten about, they 
tend to give rise to next year’s crop of trees. 

Another method for survival is to hiber¬ 



nate. However hibernation is not common 
among British mammals. There are three 
main contenders, yet it may be true to say 
that only one actually completely hiber¬ 
nates, the dormouse (literally ‘sleep- 
mouse’). 

Hedgehogs and bats enter a state close to 
hibernation, but, as generally opposed to 
the dormouse, they can wake themselves up 
during milder times and cash-in on any food 
that may be around for a few days, before 
returning to their slumbers. 

Some animals cannot possibly hibernate, 
such as our deer species whilst others that 
live largely underground and have the ability 
to wait out periods of bad weather, can occa¬ 
sionally be seen on a crisp morning regard¬ 
less of a snow flurry or the like. 

Badgers are rather portly at this time of 
year, but as February will herald the arrival 
of new cubs, they must conserve their energy 
as much as possible, while remaining vigilant 
for any opportunity that may present itself 
above ground too. 

A dog fox may spend a great amount of time 
in the den, yet he knows as well as anyone 
that winter claims many lives and times can 
be good for a scavenger such as he. 

Toward the end of the month, as we 
humans tuck into turkey or goose, it is impor¬ 
tant to remember that with increased pres¬ 
sure on the countryside through houses and

Joy after 
rejection 
of wind 
turbines 


CAMPAIGNERS against

Success of Austin Seven 
was all down to Stanley

HE WAS the design genius 
behind one of Britain’s most 
iconic cars who saw out the 
twilight of his long life in 
Oswestry. 

His name was Stanley Edge and 
he has been called the Father of the 
Austin Seven. 

He worked on the design of this little 
car, which helped bringing motoring to 
Britain’s masses, in the billiards room of 
Sir Herbert Austin’s home. 

In later life he lived in Croeswylan 
Lane, Oswestry, with wife Rachel. Stan¬ 
ley died in 1990, a quiet hero of the 
British motor industry. 

Genius 

When only a teenager, it was his 
design genius which shaped Austin’s 
baby car in 1921, a car which saved the 
ailing Austin company. 

At first, Sir Herbert wanted it to have 
a horizontal air-cooled twin cylinder 
engine, but Stanley, a keen student of 
engine design and by now a specialist, 
made out a convincing case for the verti¬ 
cal, water-cooled small four-cylinder 
unit. 

This was revolutionary in a British car 
at the time. 

By the time production finished in 1939, 
some 300,000 Austin Sevens had been sold. 

Although he had by then long left the 
firm, Mr Edge’s association with the Austin 
Seven continued throughout his life and was 
a source of great pride to him.

He was president of the Austin Seven 
Club and attended rallies and left blue¬ 
prints, photographs and memorabilia to the 
club in his will. 

Mr Edge was still driving a Mini, the spir¬ 
itual successor to the Austin Seven, at the 
age of 84. 


Born in 1903, he was just 14 when he 
joined Austin’s Aero Experimental Depart¬ 
ment in 1917. 

History 

It was a transfer into the main car draw¬ 
ing office designing cars for the post-war 
market that eventually led to him securing 


an immortal place in automotive history. 
Stanley Edge was shown around Rover’s 
Longbridge works in later life, but he didn’t 
seem all that much taken with the robots 
and technology. 

He said you could still do better using a 
draughtboard and pencil.

Toyota promise improved 
driver appeal with Auris 


The British-built 2013 
Auris has been revealed by 
Toyota, and the Japanese 
giant claims the compact 
hatchback will offer the 
traditional quality and 
reliability but with more 
emotion and driver appeal. 

Broadly similar in stature to the out¬ 
going car, the new Auris has a 10mm 
lower ride height, which improves the 


stance and should benefit handling 
too. 

In practical terms, the new Auris is a 
little longer (30mm) but 55mm lower 
than before, yet boot space is up to 360 
litres - even on the Hybrid version 
thanks to a repositioned battery pack. 
The boot aperture has also been 
widened for easier access. 

The basic suspension layout is as 
before, although Toyota says there has 
been significant revision and fine tun¬ 
ing, with a quicker ratio rack for the 


electric power steering too. 

Close attention to the drivetrain has 
improved efficiency across the range 
by an average of 13 per cent. The 1.4- 
litre D-4D diesel achieves 74.3mpg and 
99g/km of C02, while the 1.33 WT-i 
petrol manages 52.3mpg and 125g/km 
of C02. Both these engines now come 
with stop/start as standard.

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Old faithful Fiesta rides 
in to help Ford's cause 

Low emissions mean no city congestion charge 




When in Rome - check out the new Ford Fiesta Zetec, packed with goodies 


Ford is losing shedloads of cash 
in Europe but is fighting back in 
the best way it can: building cars 
people want to buy and the bal¬ 
ance sheet will turn from red to 
black. 

Might take a while, mind you, but if the 
latest updates to the little Fiesta are any¬ 
thing to go by, at least Ford has set off on the 
right road (with a pot of gold at the end). 

A big seller across Europe, and number one 
in the UK for months on end, the Fiesta is being 
given its mid-life revamp while still in the best 
of health. 

That’s a good sign. Many cars are given a mod¬ 
est styling tickle, and not much else, even as 
sales are on the slide. Not the Fiesta. 

Easily spotted is the entirely new front, with 
hints of (whisper it) Aston Martin and a gener¬ 
ally proper grown up feel. 

Inside, there are flashes of silver and gloss 
black to add a touch of mature flair but it’s 
under the bonnet where the real story is found. 

For, along with already seen petrol and diesel 
engines, there’s now the choice of three ver¬ 
sions of Ford’s new, and delightful three-cylin¬ 
der petrol engine. 

It comes in three power outputs and rede¬ 
fines what we can expect from a mere one litre, 
especially with the two versions employing a 
turbocharger to add puff. 

Tried in its top 123 horsepower guise on the 
press launch around Rome, the Fiesta instantly 
proved the sort of car that, rear leg room and 
boot space apart, makes you wonder why you’d 
ever need anything else. 

Six of the engines, including the trio of three- 
cylinder units, offered in the new Fiesta put out 
sufficiently little pollution to forget about road 
tax or the London congestion charge. 

One of the Fiesta diesels promises nearly 


86mpg in average running, but you’d need to be 
a light footed saint to approach that it real 
world motoring. 

More impressive was the 44mpg I saw on a 
brisk route of mainly motorway and interesting 
uphill bends on the way to a view outside Rome. 
Pulling us along was the most powerful of the 
new three-cylinder engines and it’s eager 
thrum and delicious pulling power turned the 
Fiesta into a pocket rocket without the GTI 
badge. 


Turning for home (and lunch) the car headed 
downhill with just as much enthusiasm and 
sipped petrol to the tune of 55mpg, while still 
making the car as much fun to drive as the 
uphill leg. 

The version we were trying was the £15,145 
Zetec S l.OT EcoBoost with 123bhp on tap and 
an official 65.7mpg in the unrealistic official 
consumption test every new car has to take. 

Now for the rest of the upgrades: top of the 
list is something called My Key; standard on

every car and which lets an owner set limits for 
speed and sound system volume when handing 
the Fiesta over to someone else - probably a son 
or daughter with a new full licence. 

To my surprise, there is only one top speed 
limit available on MyKey in the UK - 80mph, 
which seems more than enough to get an inex¬ 
perienced driver into trouble. Ford says the car 
might need that speed to get out of a critical sit¬ 
uation. 

This piece of technology also brings speed 


warnings chimes, an earlier low fuel warning 
limit and won’t switch the radio on without 
seatbelts buckled up. 

Then there’s active city stop, fitted to higher 
grade models and using radar to halt the car 
before it hits something in low speed running 
and cutting speed, and the severity of the acci¬ 
dent when you’re travelling a bit faster. 

Clever stuff, but the new engines are the 
stars. Try one today!

World champ Vettel takes 
the Infiniti FX to beyond 



Three times a winner - 
Sebastian Vettel has put 
his stamp on this SUV 




You could count on the fin¬ 
gers of one hand the num¬ 
ber of people who’ve driven 
three-times world cham¬ 
pion Sebastian Vettel’s Red 
Bull Racing FI car. 

There won’t be many, either, who 
get to drive Vettel’s other wheels: 
the exclusive, high performance 
SUV he helped to bring to Britain’s 
roads. 

Just 150 of the Infiniti FX Vettel Edi¬ 
tions will be produced, with only ten of 
them for the British market. 

For your £100,800 you get one of the 
most exclusive (and expensive) SUVs in 
the world, which also happens to be 
among the quickest and most dynamic, 
too. 

The power of the standard FX’s 5.0 
litre V8 has been boosted, the suspen¬ 
sion lowered and stiffened and the Vet¬ 
tel is considerably lighter, thanks to the 
use of FI grade carbon fibre compo¬ 
nents. 

As a result the Vettel’s 0 to 62mph 
time is reduced to just 5.6 seconds and it 
wafts smoothly on to the limited top 
speed of 155mph on the autobahn 
where much of the prototype testing 
took place. 

Such performance deserves to be 
described as sporty, yet this isn’t a 
sports car: it’s a consummate grand 
tourer. The Vettel is perfectly balanced 
and its suspension honed so that to its 


occupants it has the feel of a luxury 
saloon. 

It’s quiet, too, when you rely on low 
revs and the Vettel’s massive torque for 
everyday performance. But feed in the 
revs and the redesigned exhaust’s note 
changes from characteristic V8 burble 
to animal growl. 

This duality came as something as a 
surprise, Most people who get behind 
the wheel of a car designed by a top rac¬ 
ing driver for the first time expect some¬ 
thing a bit more brutal: barely 
controllable power and a ride so stiff it 
rattles your teeth. 


The Vettel, though, is an iron fist it a 
velvet glove. It seems that Vettel, after 
spending 90 minutes with his bottom 
millimetres from the floor on a almost 
solid seat, is a man who values comfort 
and luxury in his company car for the 
drive home. 

It began as a classic ‘back of an enve¬ 
lope’ moment at the Geneva Motor 
Show two years ago when Vettel and 
Infiniti’s design guru chatted about 
ideas for turning his company car at the 
time - an Infiniti FX50 S Premium - 
into the racing driver’s dream machine. 

It became a reality, with Vettel work¬ 


ing closely on the redesign of the stan¬ 
dard car and working as the prototype’s 
test driver, providing the engineers with 
expert feedback. 

The result is a car which is 20mm 
lower, and on stiffer springs, with car¬ 
bon fibre side skirts, front under 
bumper section and rear diffuser to 
improve aerodynamics and handling. 
The same concept was applied to the 
alloy wheels - 21-inch diameter as with 
the standard car but significantly 
lighter. 

At the front it also gets LED daytime 
running lights, while at the rear the fog 


light mimics the Formula One car’s rain 
light. The front fog lights are the small¬ 
est fitted to a production car, but also 
some of the most powerful. 

The interior is handcrafted, with lux¬ 
ury, hand-stitched Alcantara fabric and 
leather trim. 

Driver and passenger get electrically 
adjustable, heated or cooled seats with 
‘easy entry’ function behind the hi-tech 
fascia with its up to date range of air 
con, navigation, audio and driver aids: 
the list is so extensive there aren’t any 
optional extras. 

The driver has the choice or auto¬ 


matic seven speed gearbox or manual 
gearchanges with paddles behind the 
steering wheel. To be honest, with a car 
of this potential I find the manual 
option more useful in keeping speed 
under control (such as on long downhill 
stretches) rather than trying to 
increase acceleration. 

And with the engine’s power is up by 
30Ps to 420Ps, torque up to 520Nm, 
and the lighter, more aerodynamic car 
you don’t need an explanation of per¬ 
formance. 

Like the standard FX, the Vettel has 
a torque-sensing four wheel drive sys¬ 
tem but, particularly in this lowered 
version, it’s there for on-road safety and 
cornering stability rather than off-road- 
ing. 

This aspect of the Vettel’s design phi¬ 
losophy is very evident in its sharper 
handling and flat, roll-free cornering in 
comparison to conventional, dual pur¬ 
pose SUVs: it has more in common with 
high performance saloons. 

It’s a true family car, too, with a fam¬ 
ily-sized boot with which to fulfil that 
grand tourer job description. 

Official fuel consumption figures 
aren’t yet available for the Vettel. The 
standard FX50’s average is 21.6mpg: 
bearing in mind the Vettel is more pow¬ 
erful but also lighter and more aerody¬ 
namic so it’s figures are likely to be 
similar. 

But then, people who can afford to 
spend £100,800 on a performance, luxury 
car probably won’t worry too much about 
a couple of miles per gallon either way. 

Having a very capable car which is 
one of the world’s most exclusive is 
probably worth a lot more.

SUNDAY LEAGUE HIT 
BY PLAYER EXODUS 


OFFICIALS at the North Shropshire Sunday 
League have been forced to cancel the reg¬ 
istrations of more than 60 of their players 
in an ongoing red-tape row. 

Fixtures in the league were cancelled again last 
Sunday after clubs discovered their players were still 
barred from playing without international clearance. 


Many of the squads in the 
nine-club league have play¬ 
ers who turn out across the 
border in Wales on Satur¬ 
days. 

But now the Shropshire 
FA has enforced FIFA rul¬ 
ings restricting footballers 
from playing in England and 
Wales at the same time. 

Oswestry-based Black 
Lion Colts have already 
resigned and League secre¬ 
tary Roger Candlin says 
Oswestry Bell and leaders 
The Oak face a battle to 
complete their fixtures after 
having squads decimated. 

“All the players who play 
in Wales have had their reg¬ 
istrations cancelled, which is 
around 60 of the 300 regis¬ 
tered at the beginning of the 
season,” said Candlin. 

“Some of them have 
applied for international 
clearance to play in England 
and are waiting for the cer¬ 
tificates to come through in 
the post. 

“ But I have had e-mails 
from clubs who don’t know 
whether they are going to 
get them in time to raise a 
team on Sunday. 

“Oswestry Bell and Oak 
are adamant they are going 
to try to carry on, but may 
have to field weakened 
teams, while The Plough are 
hopeful of getting their 
clearance applications 
through. But there are lots 
of lads who are not bother-

ing to apply for them as they 
prefer to just play in Wales.” 

Previously, only third-tier 
clubs and above needed to 
seek clearance for their play¬ 
ers to turn out across the 
border. 

Oswestry Bell manager 
Mike Robinson says he has 
lost 11 players, but pledged: 
“We’re going to carry on and 
try to fulfil our fixtures. 

“We’ve signed a few new 
players on who are not 
affected by the ruling. 

“But around 11 of the 
original 25 we signed aren’t 
going to be playing for us 
anymore. 

“It’s ridiculous as tradi¬ 
tionally players have played 
both sides of the border.

“In fact, the original 
Oswestry Town Football 
Club was a founder member 
of the Welsh FA.” 

The Shropshire County 
FA say they sympathise with 
the amateur clubs, whose 
league celebrates its 40th 
anniversary next year. 

After a two week break, 
the league continues this 
Sunday with Oswestry Bell 
taking on Athletico Market, 
Dudleston Heath play Iron¬ 
works, and Oak Inn meet 
Plough.
